MILLION “DRUG < 
. FIENDS” IN U. S. 


Congress Gets Report rif Investi­ 
gation Conducted by Com­ 
mittee.

Strict Enforcement of Law and Stop­ 
ping af Smuggling From Canada 
and Mexico la Recommended 
— Lack of Adequate Laws, 


W ashington.—The alarm ing spread 
of the narcotic 
drug habit In 
the 
United States la about to be called to 
the attention of congress in the report 
of an Investigation conducted by a 
com m ittee appointed by the secretary 
of the treasury. 
The chief findings of the com m ittee 
a re : 
The 
num ber 
of 
persona 
In 
the 
United States addicted to the use of 
drugs "exceeds 1,000,000 a t the pres­ 
ent tim e." 
Increase of the drug habit In the 
dry South leads many authorities to 
the conclusion th a t national prohibi­ 
tion will swell the num ber of victims 
of narcotics. 
Illegitim ate aupplies of opium and 
other drugs are smuggled from Mex­ 
ico and Canada and along the A tlan­ 
tic and Pacific coasts and furnished 
to 1,800 organised ‘‘dope’’ peddlers. 
Summary of Recommend at Iona. 
The com m ittee's 
recommendstlon* 
Include strict enforcem ent of the pres­ 
ent federal anti-narcotic a c t; addi­ 
tional federal legislation; enforcem ent 
of state law s; concerted action on the 
part of state and municipal govern­ 
m ents to suppress the Illicit traffic; 
stopping smuggling of dope from Can­ 
ada and Mexico. 
"It is also recommended th at edu­ 
cational cam paigns be Instituted In 
all p arts of th e 'U nited States for the 
purpose of Informing the people of 
this country Including 
the 
medical 
I profession, of the seriousness of drug 
addiction and Its extent In the United 
States,” says the report. 
T he com m ittee which made the In­ 
vestigation consisted of <Jongressmsii 
H enry T. Ralne.v 
of 
Illinois. 
Prof. 
Reed S. Hunt, 
Ilarv srd 
university; 
Deputy Commissioner B. C. Keith, In­ 
ternal revenue bureau, and Dr. A. G. 
Dumex, United S tates public health 
service. 
“T he number of individuals addict­ 
ed to the use of opium, Its prepara­ 
tions or alkaloids, nod coca le a sts, 
their preparations or alkaloids, In the 
United States has a t various tim es 
been estim ated to be from 200,0(10 to 
4.000,000,” says the com m ittee. "These 
estim ates must, however, be looked 
open as m ere guesses. 
“Owing to the lack of laws and reg­ 
ulations making It compulsory for the 
registration of addicts, It has been Im­ 
possible for the com m ittee to obtain 
Inform ation which would give the ex­ 
act num ber of addicts lu the Unlteu 
States. 
Causes af Drug Addiction. 
The causes of drug addiction In the 
order of frequency w ere given by po­ 
lice authorities as follow s: Use of 
physicians' p rescriptions association 
with other addicts, prohibition, use 
of narcotic drugs for chronic diseases, 
curiosity to learn the effect of the 
drug, prostitution, use of patent or 
proprietary medicines, use of certain 
narcotic drugs as a stim ulant. Idle­ 
ness, and use by dentists. 
“W hat effect, lf any, nation-wide 
prohibition will have on the situation 
could not be definitely determ ined by 
the com mittee,” the report says. “The 
consensus appears to be th a t the num ­ 
ber of addicts will increase as soon 
as the prohibition law s are enforced. 
This opinion apparently receives some 
support from Investigations m ade In 
some of the southern states where pro­ 
hibition has been in effect for some 
years.” 


FINDS CLUE TO BURIED GOLD

Tucson, Ariz.—W hat Is believed to 
be the first clue to the reputed burled 
treasures of the padres of the T um a­ 
cacori mission, built by Spanish Jesu ­ 
its high up in the Tum acacori moun­ 
tains, less than three hours' journey 
from Tucson, has been discovered by 
Frank 
Finckley, 
custodian 
of 
the 
ruins. 
It Is the gatew ay to the m is­ 
sion cemetery. 
B'rom this gateway, It 
Is said, the plans and maps left by 
the padres sta rt to outline the way to 
the burled gold aud silver. The Tum a­ 
cacori mission was built near w hat are 
believed to be the ruins of one of the 
Seven Cities of Cibola. The entire re­ 
gion is said to show evidences of rich 
m ineral deposits, which, declare those 
who have Inspected the m ountains, 
doubtless led the padres to build their 
taiaslou there.
